CAPE TOWN, Oct. 22.—The report 
of the martial. law inquiry commission 
into the Rand rebellion reveals éxtrawr- 
dinary complex causes for the “out- 


break and is attracting widespread at- 


tention. According to the commission, 
the revolutionaries who were respon- 
sible for tke upheaval consisted of 


three sections; the aims of which were 
widely divergent. 

The first was the Nationalist sympa- 
thizers, who furnished the bulk of the 
fighting force and wanted to establish 
an independent republic. 

The second section sought to seize 
the mines and hold them for ransom 
and also to upset the government in 
the hope that it uld be replaced by 
a ministry hostile to the chamber of 
mines. 

The Communists regarded the revolt 
as a step in progressive resistance to 
capitalist tyranny, leading to the over- 
throw of the existing state of society. 

These divergent aims were respon- 
sible for the haphazard, spasmodic, ir- 
responsible features of the outbreak 
and the notable unprovoked attacks on

used to show the technical importance 
of oscillating power for high speed 
power engines and in the propulsion of 
ships, airplanes and gliders. 

A German-American corporation hgs 
been founded in Berlin for world wide 
exploitation of these discoveries. Con- 
gressman Fred A. Britten of Ghicago 
is said to be interested in the inven- 
tions. 


Today's demonstration was featured 
by the use of an oscillating motor, 
which ts claimed to be the first syn- 
chronizing motor perfected, producing 
vibrations of a connected flap or disc 
synchronously with the movements of 
the motor. The promoters contend 
that the inventions mean a great sav- 
ing in power. Schieferstein hit upon 
his new idea through studying the man- 
ner in which the oscillating currents in 
wireless transmit energy to each other.

Outlook, his work, in association with 
that of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
marked him as a man of great promise 
and one who saw religion not too nar- 
rowly conventionalized, but overlap- 
ping and spiritualizing many of the 
social and civil problems of the time.

Abbott became pastor of Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, where his predeces- 
gor had earned fame as one of the 
foremost pulpit orators in America.

THE HIGH AND DRY SEAS. 

Chairman Lasker of the United States shipping 
board has spoken with clarifying frankness upon 
the problem of extending the American prohibition 
law to the high seas. He speaks neither as “dry” 
nor “ wet,” from a moral or ethical standpoint, but 
as the one man in this country charged with chief 
responsibility and inspired by supreme ambition to 
build up a great American merchant marine. 

We might hope that those who have read his 


- words and who may read this comment could ‘ac- 


cept that viewpoint. It is the view of a business 
)man, based upon facts, not upon fanaticism. Mr. 
Lasker is not trying to destroy the eighteenth | 
amendment. He makes no attack upon the work- 
ing out of its original purpose, which was to stop 
the manufacture; sale, and consumption of intoxi- 
cating liquor within United States territory. His 
opposition is to the extension of the law beyond 
United States territory in such manner as to 
threaten international complications and to handi- 
cap our purpose of establishing an adequate Amer- 
ican merchant marine. 

On the high seas the question becomes an eco- 
nomic, not a moral one. It is a moral question 
only in this country because prohibitionists in this 
country have declared it so and have recorded their 


declaration through a constitutional amendment. 


It is not a moral question outside this country, 
because other countries have ‘declared it*fot 80 
and have recorded their opinion through centuries 
of custom and, in some cases, though laws. There- 
fore, on the high seas, which are under the juris- 
diction of no single country, the question is purely 
economic, and if sanity rather than fanaticism is 
to rule the world must be so dealt with. 

r. Lasker's intimate knowledge of the interna- 
tional and domestic shipping situation should make 
his testimony on the economic question invaluable. 
He says dry ships cannot compete with wet ones in 
passenger trade, and he cites facts te prove his 
point. If we handicap foreign ships as we handi- 
cap our own, by extending 4 law which was writ-; 
ten to apply only to United States territory, -we 
lay ourselvés open to foreign reprisais, he says. 
Such reprisals would be easily arranged and could 
be crushing. Arbitrary harbor fees, port tolls, etc., 
against American ships in foreign waters could 
destroy them economically. 

There can be but one conclusion from suth testi- 
mony. If fanatical extension of our prohibition | 
laws to the high seas is upheld we can have no 
successful merchant marine. If the effect of our 
moral laws is imposed outside our territorial juris- 
diction we will simply have to pay the price. There 
is the issue. 

Do the American prohibitionists, hencieink con: 
gressmen, the American attorney general, the Anti- 
Saloon league, and others who oppose drinking in 
the United States want to make 1/500 American 
merchant steamships worthless, destroy a vast 
American industry, weaken the commercial and 
naval strength of the nation while arousing foreign 
antagenism against us, merely to prevent a few 
persons on the high seas from taking a drink 
which the custom of centuries has convinced them 
vata aioe and of good, net t bad, effect? 


THE BILL FOR EXPERTS. 


The oficial statement of Chicago's bill for being 
kidded by experts in the last seven years reveals 
an expenditure of $7,249,000. Two mayors in five 
years before the years of the present administra- 
tion spent a total of $821,000. One of Thompson's 
fairly good years would eat up all of this total, and 
his best year, 1920, when the payments were nearly 
$4,000,000, makes the expenditures of the others 
look lke car fare.

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LIQUOB AND INTERNATIONAL LAW.

UPWARD TREND 


OF BUSINESS IS 
SHOWN BY U.S, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—[Spe 
cial.}]—The upward trend of business 
is shown in the latest monthly reports 
of the bureau of labor statistics of the 
‘department of labor relative to the 
volume of employment. 

In thirty-one out of forty-two mant- 
industries there were in- 
creases in September in the number 
of employés, while in eleven there were 
detreases. These reports are from 
2.653 representative establishments, 
covering 1,354,162 employés, who re 
ceive $40,794,816 in wages. 

Car Business in Lead. 


The greatest increase in the num- 
ber of employés over the August totals 
took place in car building and repair- 
ing, where there was an increase of 
15.8 per cent. 

The greatest decreases appear in 
agricultural implements, 4.4 per cent; 
lumber (millwork), 3.7 per cent, and 
hosiery and knit goods, 3.2 per cent. 

Comparative data covering identical 
establishments in thirteen manufactur- 
ing industries for September, 1921, and 
September, 1922, show that the num- 
ber of employés increased in 1922, es 
compared with 1921, in seven of the 
thirteen industries and decreased in 
the remaining six.

SUNFLOWER SILAGE FOR COWS. ~ 


INICKY’ tastes of dairy cows 
k bring up a new problem in the 
southern part of Illinois and 
other chinch bug sections where 
sunflowers are grown and made into 
silage instead of corn. Sunflowers, 
like corn, are now being experi-' 
mented with to determine the best 
stage to cut the plants for silage. It 
is generally considered that sunflow- 
ers seem to be a satisfactory crop for 
silage in many sections \where corn 
cannot be grown to advantage. 
A complete report of recent investi- 


gations made at the University of I! 


linois is being prepared and will furn- 


ish valuable information to dairymen. 


Preliminary statements made by the 
investigators show that palatibility is 
an important factor in determining 
the value of sunflower silage for dairy 
cows. It has a slightly bitter taste 
and is not quite so readily eaten as 
good corn silage. 

The earlier cuttings prove to be a 
little more palatable, according to W. 
B. Nevens of the university. He says 
that sunflowers ensiled 87 days and 
206 days from the time of pianting, 
when the plants were 25 pér cent in 
bloom and 95 per cent in bloom fe- 
spectively, produced silage which kept 
well but was consumed less freely 
than good corn silage.
